General Mark Clark commander 
of the U.S. forces in the Mediterra- 
nean theater has been named by the 
United States War Department as 
Commander in Chief of the U.S. oc- 
cupation forces in Austria. It has 
been estimated that about.2 or 3 di- 
visions will take part in the occu- 
pation of the American zone, Âu- 
stria hej; been invided into 4 zones, 
the different zones will be occupied 
by Russia, U, S. A. Britain and Fran- 
ce. The capital Vienna will be oc- 
cupied much the same way as has 
been done with Berlin.

So 
young Stet rushed into one of Ge- 
neral Motor's showrooms on Brood- 
way, borrowed a brand-new car 
right out of the window and drove 
to Hyde Park in the pouring ram. 
When he got out of the car at Hyde 
Park, he hed to argue with the sta- 
te troopers on guard to let him 
through the gates. Then he was 
attackked by a suspicious police 
dog; and when he was finally ushe- 
red into the Governor's pre Num, 
he was flustered, disheveled and 
dripping with ren. 

He found the Governor of New 
York having tea with his mother. 
Mrs. Rodsevelt poured him a cup 
of hot tea and the Governor offer- 
ed him a cigarette. In reaching 
For both, young Stet managed some- 
how to upset the tea. The Gover- 
nor laughed, and from ten on the 
two were friends. 

Eight years later, when Stettinius 
had a new job as chairman of the 
board of United States Steel, the 
telephone rang on his office desk. 
A strange voice said: “The White 
House is calling.” In another sec- 
ond, Rogdsevelt's voice rang out: 
“Hello there, Ed. IL want you to 
come to Washington and serve as 
Commissioner for Industrial Mate- 
rials.

That was how Edward R. Stetti- 
nius, Jr., was called into the gover- 
nment to handle a job that led, later 
on, to the huge undertaking 
known afs Lend-Lease. He knew he 
cóuld be proud of the record he'd 
left behind him in industry. Alt 
the same, to make sure that no one 
could acuse him of having any per- 
sonal interest in the placing of 
goverment orders, Stettinus sold all 
the stock he owned in General Mo- 
tors and United States Steel and 
invdsted the money in government 
bonds. 

He exchanged a 
$100,000 a year for a job paying 
$1,00 a year and expenses — and 
then refused to turn in expenses! 

Last November, something hap- 
pened in Washington — something 
that startled even that focal point 
of great events. Cordell Huil re- 
signed as Secretary of State and 
Eduard R. Stettinius, Jr, was ap- 
pointed to take his place. That ap- 
pointment, coming at such a mo- 
mentous period in history, is bound 
to influence the peace that is made. 

I can't predict, of course, what 
Stettinius will do as Secretary of 
State, nor how he will affect the 
changes to be made in the world 
But I do know that what- 
ever peace is made will have to do 
with people. And the United Sta- 
tes has perhaps never before, in all 
of her history, sent à man to a pea- 
ce table who liked people so much
